tained— would prevent him from being present to 
address the meeting. Major Done Ison, on making 
this annunciation, CALLED THE ATTENTION 
OF THE MEETING TO THE FACT THAT MR. 
BOTD WAS THE DISTINGUISHED KENTUCK- 
IAN WHO HAD CHARGED AND PROVED 
UPON MR CLAY IN HIS PLACE IN CON- 
GRESS, THE CHARGE OF -BARGAIN, IN- 
TRIGUE AND CORRUPTION' IN THE PRESI- 
DENTIAL ELECTION OF 1825, AND WHO HAD 
BEEN SUSTAINED BY HIS CONSTITUENTS 
IN HIS COURSE. HE, THERFORE, PROPOSED 
NINE CHEERS FOR LINN BOYD AND THE 
DEMOCRACY OF HIS DISTRICT.” 

Such facts as the above quotation furnishes, 
require no comment. They speak in sufficiently 
significant terms.

Trade or Nrw Orleans. — The domestic ex- 
ports of New Orleans to foreign and coastwise 
ports, for the fiscal year just closed, amounted to 
$1 10,353,436, which is an increase over the year 
ending the 30th June, 1855, of twenty six mil- 
lions six hundred and eighty-five thousand and 
ten dollars. The increase in exports to foreign 
countries for the year reaches the extreordinary 
sum of $24,859,411, or within a few hundred 
dollars of twenty-five millions of dollars, and an 
increase over the great year of 1853 of $12,749,- 
339. The domestic exports from New Orleans 
exceed those of New York for the same period of 
time. They are given as follows: — New Orleans, 
$80,547,963; New York, $75,026,244; or over 
five millions greater from New Orleans than from 
New York. 

Mast — The Madison (Ind.) Courier says: “A 
friend from the country brought us two twigs off 
an oak, to show what an enormous quantity of 
acorns there will be this year. Onr friend says be 
hasaeventy hogs, and be will not have to fted them 
at all until fattening time. The drouth, if not good 
for the growing corn, appears to have been excel- 
lent for the mast. Be thankful, brethren, for tbe 
acorns. 

A Countess in Trouble.— 1 The Countess de 
Rondeau, a French lady, has had her trunks 
seized at the Lafarge House, New York, by a 
Custom-house officer, who alleges that they con- 
tain packages of goods subject to duty and valued 
at $40,000. Should the goods be confiscated, 
the informer will get one-half. 

Kansas Crops. — Reports from Kansas give 
favorable accounts of the crops out there. The 
wheat will probably yield about thirty bushels te 
the acre. Corn, which is the principal crop, 
promises well. After this season Kansas will 
feed itself and have a surplus. Hemp was sown 
in some few places this season, and the yield 
will be fully equal to that in Missouri. 

O’ The yellow fever is prevailing in Key 
West, Fla. A letter from that place, dated July 
25th, and published in the Charleston Standard, 
says, “there are now some fifteen or twenty cases 
under treatment, and the existence of an epidem- 
ic ia no longer a matter of doubt.” The disease 
was introduced by a Havana barque on the 19th 
of June, and several deaths had occurred. 

A Nkoso Tarred and Feathered — Thepeo- 
ple of Hudson, New York, on Monday laat, tar- 
red and feathered William Mowers — a negro 
barber of that place. The Star says; 

He is supposed to have been on terms ut two great 
intimacy with a respectable (’) white girl. He was 
taken from bia shop by force, marched upon the 
Public Square, and in the presence of a large “Vigi- 
lance Committee,” a coat of tar and feathers was 
well applied. He waa tben given till Tuesday morn 
ing to leave the city. He left as soon as he could 
conveniently after getting ont of the clutches of bis 
“friends.” 

ETThe Connersville (Ind.) Times says tha 
the citizens of that quiet little village, College 
Corner, tarred and feathered a fellow the other 
day for shamefully beating his wife.

.My Dear 

It was a beautiful Sabbath day, two weeks ago, 
when our pleasant sail across the limpid waters of 
the lake terminated, and we caught sight of the 
towers and turrets — the bastions and battlements 
of this capital city. Our trip up the river has been 
pleasant, marred, indeed, by only one tacident of 
a sorrowful nature, and that tbe death of one of 
our men, John Parson*, who, 1 believe, formerly 
lived in your office, and who, tike nearly all per- 
sons of my acquaintance who have ever toreatlied 
the atmosphere of newspaper offices, wae of uncom- 
mon intelligence and cleverness. We keried him 
honorably, and with uo little emotion, for he wae 
tbe first offering of our little hand of Kentuckians 
upon the alter of Republican liberty. And so at 
last our long voyage to ended It has not been 
without discomforts — not without its trial*— bet 
these were portions of a soldier's lilt, that we had 
fortified ourselves against, and we disembarked here 
with evee more gaiety of heart, and a better ap- 
pearance peisonaily. than when we received your 
parting benediction at tbe Portland wharf two 
months ago. Sunday as il was, we immediately 
formed in line. Col. Jack Allen took the head of 
the battalion, and following with soldierly step, 
came company A, with “years truly” giving tbe 
word of command, seconded by the gay Scorch, 
who is first Lieutenant We numbered one hun- 
dred and five in all, and inarched through the 
strange looking street* proudly enough, each man 
bearing hia rifle, while iu the belts of al were viai 
ble thoee sanguinary Colt's, that revolve ami fire. 
Arriving at the Grand Plaza, a beautiful public 
square, we were temporarily diami seed, convenient 
quarters having been assigned us. Since then we 
have entered upon regular army life, and I assure 
you that it agrees with us most admirably. Oar 
cuisine ia not so good as it might be, hot Lt. Over- 
ton, the commissary of subsistence, provides Abund- 
antly. and so with tbe regular rations of beef sod 
bread, and tbe tropical fruits that grow here is such 
perfect luxuriance, we have enough to satfofy the 
demands of appetite 

Ofcoorselhave seen Walker. His physique is 
certainly unpreposs e ss i ng, and I was forcsd to look 
down condescendingly upon him, as be measures 
but five feet four, with high heel boots. Bet he has 
an eagle eye, and an imperious manner, combined 
with a certain sauoiter that agreeably moderates 
anything of haughtiness in bis manner He was 
happy enough to greet us, for one hundred riflemen, 
such as Kentucky produces, form "sinews of war ' 
of which any General miirht be proud 

Our life here to one of doles far meats, and we 
are all longing for a change that will enable us to 
see more of active service and prevent our shooting 
utensils becoming rusty. Five days ago we had 
some little excitement upon tbe occasion of tbe 
election of Walker ae President, being proclaimed 
All the troupe were assembled in tbe Plaaa, and 
the decree was reed in Spanish, followed by thun- 
derous vivas from ths people, in which we joiasd 
We then marched all through tbe city, sod at divers 
points tbe same ceremony w as observed. Tbe 
election of Walker gives greet se Defection, and 
will redound to the beet interests of tke republic.

for his own sake. 

The matter stands thus with me, actuated by the 
principles taught me iu my childhood, I have done 
certain acts about the merits of which men who 
are perhaps equally honest and patriotic differ — 
This must always be the case, as long as men's 
minds ere differently constituted. 

I feel that I am right, and so feeling, would lay 
down my life rather than deny those principles. 

The same consciousness of the justice of my 
cause, which sustained old Nat. Terry, while 
wounded and a prisoner in Charleston, and which 
nerved the \eart of David Smith.* to refuse to re- 
lease his father's brot er, who bad supported his 
tottering steps in infancy, and whom he bad made 
prisoner at King's Mountain, mast support me in 
this trial. 

If need be, I can go cat of the worl ' feeling that 
I have done nothing in thLs life which would 
cause the spirifs of those patriots and heroes to 
blush for their descendant. So, my darling, don’t 
fear that I will falter. 

I believe if I am peimitted to live ont my three 
score years ami ten, I have those elements in me 
which would enable me to be of service to my coun- 
try, and to leave a name of which my children would 
be proud. I cannot doubt this when I look back 
into the past and see what I have already accom- 
plished with so little effort. 

By the death of my mother, I was left at the age 
of thirteen years to my own guardianship, my only 
counsellor, who had influence with me, was a broth- 
er, but two years older than myself. From that 
age I counted myself a man, and a-sociate.l with 
men. aye, and played a man’s part in the struggle 
which secured the independence of Texas, aud gave 
to the United States one of the brightest star- to 
the constellation. 

Acknowledging no control upon my actioi s. I 
conld not sink from the soldier into the scoolboy, 
so what education I have acquired, above what a 
boy of twelve years gathers at common schools, I 
acquired by reading at home all the books I owned 
or could borrow during tbe time I was not engaged 
on the fronti r. With these disadvantage*, and 
without a very extraordinary amount of applica- 
tion, I have maintained a respectable standing at 
the bar, enjoy an mblemished reputation for honor 
and integrity, and at the age of thirty-three have 
been placed, by tbe voice of the people of this State 
upon the Supreme Bench. 

With uroper industry, what may not be accom- 
plished iu thirty years more ' Remember and say 
to my friends. that the request I made of yon, and 
of Captain Lubback, remains still my wish I know 
that sooner or later justice wi.l be done to my me- 
mory, aad that all good men who know my motives 
will respect them and me 

Keep up your spirits. Be hopeful for the future, 
and rely upon the assurance that I will give our son 
no reason to blush for the memory of hi* < at her. 

Remember me to all my friends; say to them that 
their devotion is the best endorsement of my mo- 
tives, as 1; is not possible that a bad man should 
have such friends. Good bye, my only love, may 

God blesa yon and my dear son.

Tl, 
and the bills for the coo tin nation of the improve- 
ment of tbe Missouri and Arkansas rivers, and to 
continue tbe construcrion of the breakwater on the 
east aide of Ready Island Adjourned. 

Tbe Senate confirmed without opposition the ip- 
potatment of Col. Geary Governor of Kansas. 

House. — The Kansas contested election case was 
taken up. 

Mr. Washburne, of Me., maintained that the 
election of Whitfield was without tbe authority of 
law, and that he come* here only as the choice of 
a minority of tbe resident citizens of Kansas, there- 
fore he is not entitled to s seat ss s delegate. T he 
election under wnicb Mr. Reeder claimed a seat 
was equally without the authority of law, bm in.*, 
much as he is tbe choice of a larger number or ro*i- 
dentuthan those who voted for Mr Whitfl-ld, *he 
Committee recommend that be be admitted to a 
seat. He claims that to deny Kansas tbe right to 
be b#ard through tbe choice of its resident eitiz#ns, 
merely because tbst choice was manifested outside 
of the legal form* and necessarily so because the 
law-making power was destroyed in foreign vio- 
lence, is to deny Kansas tbe right to be heard a' di 
on the floor of the House 

Mr. Smith, of Tean . called attention to the fact 
that the Committee on Election* in other contested 
cases had reported ss being as regarded no longer 
binding. 

Mr. Sherman replied to Mr. Oliver, of Mo., mi- 
nority report of tne Kansas Investigating Commit- 
tee, and maintained the truth of tbe statement* set 
forth by the majority concerning the invasion by 
Missourians, and their violent control of the elec- 
tions, trampling on the rights of resident vw evs. 
He argued that remedy for the free State men of 
the Territory by judicial process is ntterly fntile. 
He wonld vote for unseating Mr. Whitfield, because 
the latter represent* the foices who invaded K.,a- 
*» s. The laws of the territory illegally passed ought 
to be repealed, the militia disarmed, and tbe whole 
federal treasury, if necessary, expended to keep 
peacr. 

Mr. Savage insisted that the whole transaction in 
its origin was an assault on lbe Constitution and 
laws of the United States, and on its progress w aa 
an assault on justice and troth. Instead of facts 
the report of the majority of the Kansaa Inves i ra- 
ting Committee was a compound of tbe gro*w#t ta- 
partia'ity, misrepresentations and falsehood, net to 
say perjury — \ resolution that the contestant waa 
entitled to hisseat. bnt in this they recommend th it 
Mr. Reeder be admitted Was right or might here 
to prevail? 

Mr. Washburn repeated that neither Mr. Whit- 
fiekl nor Mr. Reeder was chosen by the existing j 
law. In the present case, the committee had fol- 
lowed the precedent set concerning Wisconsin and 
Minnesota territories. It wrs competent for the 
House to admit Mr. Reeder rs s delegate. 

Mr. Smitn said Mr. Reeder haJ no legal right, y#t 
ae wonld admit him. 

Mr. Stephens, taking issue with Washburn, re- 
marked, where there is s legally organized territo- 
rial government, some person mast be under!;.* 
entitled. In the case referred to by the gentle B id 
from Maine, there was no organized government, 
tint in Kansas, provision is made bylaw, for the 
election of n delegate, therefore the precede..: .id 
jot apply. 

In the course of his remarks, he aiiud.fi to rise 
adoption of Mr. Sherman's amendment tome .Army 
bill, saying that a majority of the House thou 
evinced their desire to etnke down the main fol'ar

He proceeded to show that the report wa# . nti- 
tied to no oredit, as it was contradicted by tl > re 
coni, in case t hr statements were base, and surpass- 
ed the fictitious stories of Manchanscn, Gnliv# and 
the Arabian Nights. To the traitorous and bloo.ly 
movement! of Congressional Aid Societies aud 
others who supported them, must be attributed all 
the horrible events in Kansas, like gamblers, they 
resort to the bowie-knife, and grab gam# , four 
hundred millions ot Federal treasure beinv tuo 
stake for which they tre now conducting thrir 
Presidential schemes If any northern men *ay 
they have better men, women and agriculture, than 
the Sontn, he was ready to tell them that they lie 
irom the bottom of their shoes.

Tbe Speaker remarked that Mr. Reeder’s state- 
ment was withont dale The Clerk commenced 
leading to the effect that tbe great mass of evi- 
dence renders it indisputable that the Legislative 
Assembly of Kansas was a fraudulent usurpaiing 
body, elected in a manner diogracefni tv the age.
